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KARL PEARSON 
1857-1936 


KARL PEARSON died on the 27th April 1936 in his 80th 
year, having passed for the press all but a few pages of the 
present issue of Biometrika. 


With Francis Galton and Walter Frank Raphael Weldon, 
he was Co-Founder of Biometrika in 1900; he was Joint 
Editor in its early days and sole Managing Editor since 
1906. 

It was his earnest desire that Biometrika should be carried 
on after his death. A year ago he transferred to a body of 
Trustees all the interest and copyright in Biometrika and 
its associated publications, together with the funds held in 
connection therewith, in crder that the issue of the Journal 
might be maintained; the profits, if any, were to be spent as 
heretofore on its improvement and that of the associated 
publications. 

The Trustees have now appointed Professor Egon Sharpe 
Pearson, D.Sc. (Department of Statistics, University College, 
London, W.C. 1), to be Managing Editor and the Journal will 
be carried on in the spirit of its Founders,
